TWO.CENT FARE BILL VETOED,
New York Governor Turns Down the
Measare,

Gov, Hughes, of New York, Tuesday
vetoed the bill Instituting a Rat pas-
senger rate of 2 cents A& mile on every
rallroad system In the state more than
1560 miles long.

In the course of hls veto message
the governor pointed out that the
“passage of the blll was not preceded
by legislative Investigation or suitable
Inguiry under the authority of the
state. Injustice on the part of the
rallroad corporations toward the pub-
e does not Justify Injustice on the
part of the state toward rallroad cor-
porations.’

The governor refers to the publie
ervice commission provided for in the
law recently enacted, and adds that
provision “is made for Inguiry Into
matters of freight rates and passenger
fares and for fixing such rates as shall
be found just and reasonuable, 1f n
passenger rute of 2 cents a mile =
ju‘! and reasonable, It can be fixed. I
it is not just and reasohable, it should
be changed.

George F. Golden, business agent of
the union, called up Stephen Conway.
superintendent of Armour & Co. over
the telephone In the morning,
“Mr. Conway, what is the
price of mutton chops today?"

“They are selling at 22 cents a
pound in the markets,” was the an-
Ewar.

“That I8 about 6 cents a pound
higher than two years ago. Steaks
and roaste also are higher, are they
not?" asked Golden,

“Yes, they are higher,'" said the 8-
perintendent.

“Then 1 have to inform you, Mr,
Conway,” eald Golden, ‘“fhat your
teamsters voted Sunday that Inas-
much as living expenses have In-
creased practically 25 per cent we
cannot work any longer unless we re-
celve an advance In wages of 16 per
cent.” .

RAILWAYSLAUGHTER

TERRIBLE INDICTMENT AGAINST
AMERICAN MANAGERS.

Mores Attentfon Pald to Increasing
Dividenda than to the Practlieal
Meothods of Tranaporintion—Acel-
dents Likely to Incrense,

—

A list of the wrecks In the lnst twelve
months constitutes un awful Indlietment
agalnst the Awmerican rallway wmana-
ger. In no part of the civilized world
ia transportation attended by so many
perils as In the Unlted States, and of
late the danger seems to be increasing
lustead of decreasing.

Scarceiy a day pnsses that the news-
papers do not have to report some new
disaster. In many Instances the troge
dies are the result of gross careless
neas on the part of the ralltead people,

Spreading ralls, open switches, dis
regard of orders, carelessness of en-
gineers, conductors and traln dispateh-
ers explnin some of the other disnsters.
In a few ecnses washouts, snowstorms
nnd fogs cavked wrecks,  These are the
only Instances In which th. rallroad
people can bhe held blameloss,

Somethipg Radieally Wrong.

No part of the country seens to linve
escaped, and, If anything, conditions
appear to be worse on big rallrond
systems, where passenger traflie s sup-
posed to be attended by every safeguard
that experlence ean suggest, than It s
on smaller lines, where roadbeds are
weak and the equipment is not up to
tha times.

That there Is something radieally
wrong with the rallroads s certain.
James J. Hill, president of thé Great
Northern, acknowledged this when he
sald that he never took n rallroad trip
nowadays that he d1d not fear disaster.

Transportation men say the rallronds
are not to blame and that rallrond
manpagers are struggling against condl-
tions such as they never confronted
before and which they conld not guard
agalnst. They say the public has no
conception of the strain to which the
rallroads have been subjected In the
last year or two. There has been a
tremendous Increase In trafe. The In-
erease came suddenly. The rallronds
have done their best to handle If, but
they have been unable to get onrs or
locomotives to, meet the needs. From
the Atlantie to the Pacific and from
the Gulf to the Great Lakes nearly
every road ls glutted with frelght. If
this excess of business could be handled
promptly the rallroads would make
Immense profits.  The rallronds did
profit largely In the carly days of the
rise In the tide of traffic, bLut there
was no end to the volume of [reight,
and soon men and machinery began to
suffer from the straln, Cars and locg-
motlves need rest and repairs Just as
humnn belngs do. When they do not
recelve It they are lable to break down,
Men ennnot he pressed to the Hmit of
endurance week [n and week oit, month
after month, without glving way.

RHallroads to Ninme,

But this explanation does not fully
explain. Men who go to the root of
the trouble lay the responsibility for
present conditions upon the shoulders
of half a dozen blg men, who know
more about finance than they do about
practical rallroading,

There has been an evolution In the
rallrond business in the United States
I the Inst elght or ten yenrs. It has
been a perlod of reorganization anmd
congolldation, Masters of finnnce rather
than masters of transportation affairs
bave ruled In the counclls of old nnd

It has
lwen the policy of the masters of
fluance to check the bullding of new
lines, force Independent ones Into sub-
nistlon and concentrate traffic so that
t would yleld the largest possible revs
wue to the trouk systems which thep
witrolled. They have succeeded. The
rallronds of the United States to-day
are In few hands.  But In thelr hunges
for large profits and carly returns
from the properties they have absorbed,
the mosters of fluance have neglected
the phiysieal well being of the rallroads
They have looked more to net enrnlngs
thon to lmproveld roadbeds, additionad
equipment and better service to the
public. ‘They viewed with more faver
the wanoger who worked men and
cnrs to the limit all the thme and show-
el a4 reduction of operating expenses,
with a big Inerease in gross carnings,.
than the one who nlways sought to I
prove the property. »

When about o year ngo the tremens
dons bulge in the volume of trafic came
suddenly It found the rallronds unpre=
pared. The masters of finance had not
added many locomotives and cars to the
possessions of the properties they hadi
nbsorbied,  Nelther had they extended
the terminals of the varlous roads te-
meet the requirements of a constantly
growing traffic. Divislon superintends
ents, yardmosters, masters of transpors
tatlon, traln  dispatchers, conductora.
firemien,  engineers and brakemen didi
all they conll. They buckled down te-
thelr work s only well-trained, earnest,. |
efclent men will do. When they were |
called upon to work extra hours they
ald so willlugly. But they could make
no lmpression on the flood.

As it war with freight so was it with
possenger troflie,.  Every passenger car
that  ecouhll be utilized seemed to be
nemled, One  branch of the servies
wemed to keep pace with the other Im

And now the rallronds are in the
throes of the renction from the strain.
Fauipment has glven way and  mems
have given way, Hundreds of persons-
have been killed and hundreds more:
probahly will be  slanghtered  before
affalrs come to a norual state. The
dozens and dozens of frelght wrecks
with the kllling or malming of rall
rond employes have been too sanll e
luterest to uttraet general attention.
